Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  making  my  Report  for  1924,  it  is  hardly 
necessary  for  me  to  again  describe  the  natural  and 
social  conditions  of  the  district,  as  I  have  previously 
referred  to  them. 

The  Population  I  take  again  as  9019. 

BIRTHS. 

The  Number  of  Births  is  151,  equal  to  a  birth 
rate  of  16'7  per  1000.  It  was  17*4  per  1000  in  1923. 
Three  of  these  births  were  illegitimate,  comparing 
with  eight  last  year. 


DEATHS. 


1  here  have  been  1 04  Deaths,  including  7 
outside  the  district,  but  belonging  to  the  district. 
This  is  equal  to  a  rate  of  I  1  "5  per  1000,  as  against 
10  4  last  year.  Fifty  of  these  were  over  70  years  of 
age.  The  principle  causes  of  death  were  : —

CLOSURE  OF  SCHOOLS 


Dumbleton  closed  from  February  1  1th  to  February 
25tb,  for  Influenza. 


Toddington  from  February  1  5th  to  February  29th,  for 
Influenza  and  Measles. 

Winchcomb  Infants’  School  from  February  18th  to 
February  29th. 

Winchcomb  Boys’  School  from  February  25th  to 
March  7th. 

Winchcomb  Girls’  School  from  February  25th  to 
March  7th. 

Stanton  School  from  February  25th  to  March  7th. 

Bishops  Cleeve  School  from  February  25  th  to 
March  7th.

Didbrook  School  from  February  25th  to  February  29th 

Alderton  School  from  March  4th  to  March  14th. 

All  for  Influenza. 

Gotherington  School  closed  from  December  5  th  to 
January  5th.  for  Mumps. 

There  was  a  considerable  epidemic  of  Influ¬ 
enza  in  February,  and  Mumps  in  November.  In 
future,  schools  will  only  be  closed  if  the  health  of  the 
children  is  thought  to  be  depending  on  their  closure 
and  for  no  other  reason. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Greet  has  now  had  the  Winchcomb  water 
laid  on  to  that  hamlet. 


SEWERAGE,  ETC. 


All  the  houses  newly  erected  in  the  district 
have  been  provided  with  w.c’s.,  and  septic  tanks 
where  sewer  connections  were  not  practicable. 
Alderton  and  Gotherington  are  receiving  your 
attention  regarding  sewerage 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

I  have  heard  of  no  shortage  in  milk  supply 
in  any  part  of  the  district.
